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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendments to the claims raise new issue that would require further consideration. Applicants 
have amended the claims for further clarification, including at least capturing a plurality of bodies of reduced image data, with each 
(body?) corresponding to a respective image; claim 63: a screen display control, all images stored in the storage medium, and other 
antecedent basis issues; as well as at least claims 30, 37, and 44 now necessitating user interaction. 



Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants argue Pavley "does not teach certain 
limitations of the claims in light of the amendments made to the claims. However, the amendments are not entered at this time, as they 
raise new issues. Applicants arguments are substantially directed toward Pavley's invention being more automatic while the current 
invention allows more user interaction and control over how the images are to be transferred.' In response, as stated above, the claims - 
have been amended to include more user interaction with the image transferring process; while this may have been implied and capable 
for the user to control such processes in the previously presented claims, it was not explicitly limited to user interaction. Applicants 
further argue it would not be obvious to use the button of Dow with Pavley as the feature of the button is to allow the user to manually 
initiate the process in question. However, the claim language of only a button does not suggest allowing a user to manually initiate the 
process, in fact, the button, as drawn toward claim 36 and the claim Applicant is arguing, does not necessarily do anything, rather, the 
claim langauge only requires a button on the apparatus, and should such a transfer occur, said button being an option to instruct or 
initiate such transfer. 
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
